Nine Bills Passed, 26 Given 
Third Reading, Four 
Read Twice 


Giving third reading to 26 bills, 
four and com- 


mittee of the whole assembly, the 
legislature made a considerable 
hole in the legislation to be dealt 
with and paved the way for pro- 
rogation by Saturday night.

|islation dealing with marketing of 
| natural products and for establish- 


ing a provincial marketing board. 

When the bill to compromise 
debts came up for discussion, W. 
R. Howson, provincial Liberal lead- 
er declared that while he did not 
oppose the principle of the bill, he 
did not like the idea of being called

FULL INFORMATION GIVEN 

Premier Brownlee said he had 
given full information to the best 
of his ability and that the bill had 
been introduced at the suggestion 
of the Dominion. 

Mr. Howson submitted that in 
reading the bill, it was 2 fair in- 
terpretation to statq that the Do- 
minion would advance money to 
farmers to compromise debts. If

a mortgage on chattels, to which 
Premier Brownlee replied that

But he intimated he did not intend 


to make a start in that direction | 


until after the next election. 
Interrupting a leisurely debate

a commission to study co-opera- 
tion of social legislation under a 
central authority. He proposed 
insurance, old age 
pensions, health insurance, work- 
men’s compensation, widow's allow- 
ances and poor relief under dom- 
inion administration. 

A social legislation set-up on the 
Euler plan would necessitate revis- 
ion of the British North America 
Act, noted the Prime Minister, be- 
cause the provinces at confedera- 


| tion are given this jurisdiction. 
| REARRANGEMENT NECESSARY 


“There is not the slightest doubt 
in the world,” continued the Prime 
Minister, while members discarded 
their newspapers and sat upright in 
their seats, “that unless there is a 
rearrangement of the powers of par- 
liament and the legislatures of the 
provinces, in the very nature of 


things, the problem cannot be dealt | 


with,” 

A commission to study co-ordina- 
tion of social legislation was un- 
necessary, the prime minister said. 
The government already had all the 
infe~ ution it needed. “If I have 
the jurisdiction I need nothing fur- 
ther in the way of information. I 
say that very frankly because we 
have spent enormous efforts and 
considerable time and patience to 
ee that information is available.

There is one 
man running two or three de- 
partments, The best results can- 
not be obtained that way. In 
order to fully succeed you would 
need a cabinet of supermen. 
They are hard to fine these days.” 

Premier J, E. Brownlee said Mr.

CHEAP MONEY CAN BE GOT 

The United States treasury has borrowed | 
$50,000,000 for 90 days at 0.08 per cent, a rate 
of about 0.32 per cent per year. It borrowed 
$50,000,000 more at 0.19 per cent for 180 days, or 
at the rate of 0,38 per cent per year. | 

That should suggest several things to Hon, 
E. N. Rhodes, as it assuredly will to the observant 
public. For one thing it makes plain beyond 
any specious argument that the Dominion Gov- 
ernment can get cheap money for public works 
construction if it wants to, and can supply cheap 
money to provinces and municipalities with 
which to carry on supplementary improvement 
programs. 

Cheap money was made available in the | 
United States by the financial policy of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. It can be made available in 
Canada by the application of similar monetary 
measures, If the cheap money is not forth 
coming here for federal, provincial and munici- 
pal constructive undertakings, the public will 
properly want to know why the means to make 
it available were not brought into use. 


NO CLOCK-CRANKING NEEDED 
The “daylight saving” device is coming into 
operation again. Throughout eastern Canada | 
generally clocks are being moved ahead one | 
hour, in order that the day’s work may be 
ended earlier and people enjoy long summer 
evenings in leisure. Only one western city is | 
making the change, Regina. Elsewhere the } 
clocks will be left to register standard time and 
regulate the doings of humans accordingly.

We do not need 
to save daylight in summer; we have more of 
it than we require, The real problem is to find 
enough hours of darkness to get a decent sleep, 
If somebody could tell us how to manipulate the 
clock to prevent the sun getting up at 3 a.m. and 
staying up until 10:30 p.m. he would confer a 
favor in this part of Canada.

“collapse.” It was killed; killed deliberately, 


with malice aforethought, by the joint efforts 
of governments afflicted with the dementia of 
“national self-sufficiency.’ No country must 
import anything it could possibly produce; 
every country must force its exports into the 
markets of other countries; that was the self- 
defeating proposition to which, for one reason 
or another, the governments of practically all 
nations gave their assent. 

What followed was inevitable. Nothing else 
could possibly have happened. Trade stopped. 
The exports of one country are the imports of 
another. When none would import, where were 
any of them to export to? The collapse of 
prices, the spread of unemployment, the estab- 
lishment of debt moratoriums, followed in 
order, 

The way out is the way back. But that way 
will not be taken by the governments which 
led the world into the deadlock. The last thing 
a government will do is admit that it has been 
wrong, and make a complete reversal of major 
policy. That is why a general election will 
have to be held in Canada before we can Jook 
for abandonment of the trade-blocking policy, 
and why the overthrow of a dozen governments 
must occur before world trade can again become 
a common objective of the nations.

Like a cancer, public debt is growing It 
will grow till it causes death. 
Nations have nursed public debts, issuing 


new loans as old ones fall due. The new one 


is always larger than the old one. That is why 


public debt is like a cancer. It grows faster 


than the state which acts as 
its host. 
Time was when finance 


ministers measured the 
amount of their possible bor- 
rowings by capitalizing their 
estimated surpluses of na- 
tional income. Now with pub- 
lic revenues shrunken, and 
half the population hopelessly 
idle, there are no surpluses. 
Revenues do not even meet 
interest payments. With but 
are borrowing to

one exception, the nations 
pay interest. The cancer is taking its toll. 


Britain has just declared a substantial sur- 
plus. That is one of the consequences of Bri- 
tain’s virtual repudiation of her war debt to 
United States. She gets a new lease of financial 
life through casting off this portion of the 
cancer, but the cancer will win in the end. 

Happily, nations do not suffer physical 
death in the manner that individuals do, Like 
the fabled Phoenix, they have the ability to 
rise from their ashes, to a new life. Major C. 
H. Douglas gives 1940 as the latest date that 
the world can exist as it is without going 
through the fire. He estimates the date by the 
toll the cancer takes, preventing masses of the 
people from obtaining what others produce. 
The cancer never abates; it always grows. 
Unless the state abolishes the private money 
monopoly, issues currency and credit ample to 
discharge all public debt and enable people 
to live freely, it will end in flames by the year 
1940, he calculates. 

What a lovely thing to be a youngster 
again, and have the hope of the wonderful 
heritage that will open out after the world has 
freed itself from the cancer. 


Already the condition is so acute that nations 
have started to cut away pieces of the cancer, 
The World Economie Conference came to an 
abortive end because the cancer was too much 
for it. But Premier Bennett has stated, 
Canada was the only nation out the 66 
represented there, that had not in some part 
or other hacked a piece off the cancer—that 
had not “defaulted on its obligations” as he 
puts it. 

There are still people who really and de- 
voutly think there is something peculiarly 
sacred and binding about usury. There is how- 
ever a growing feeling that, with the means 
at hand to pay off all debts in full by monet- 
izing our national wealth, there is no more 
sacredness in the obligation to continue the 
usury system than there is on the part of a 
stricken person to feed the cancer that is fat- 
tening itself upon his vitals. 

30th Britain and United States have started 
refunding loans, forcing the usurers to take a 
lower rate of interest. Premier Bennett has ex- 
plained that if all the tax free war bonds were 
honored and the railway systems of Canada 
paying their way, he too would favor a refund- 
ing policy for Canada. 

In British Columbia, Premier Pattullc, un- 
deterred by the refusal of Ottawa to act at the 
present time to starve the cancer, has announced 
that his governnment will make efforts on its 
own account to force a lower rate of usury. 

These are all indications of changed senti- 
ment, brought about by the realization that 
the cancer now threatens the life of the state.

It is an arresting thought—it may even be 
shocking to some people—to reflect that had 
Christendom embraced the Moslem faith at the 
time the Moors with lance and blade sought to 
impress their faith on Europe, we should today 
not be facing any problem of public debt. 


Mahomet, who forced systematic charity 
upon his followers, makes them practice phys- 
ical denial during the month Ramadan—the 
month of the vision—also forbids his followers 
to accept interest or usury of any kind. It is 
an article of faith that is lived up to by great 
Moslem merchants. The Bank of South Africa 
and banks in India have Moslem clients who 


refuse to accept the interest credited to their 
accounts. If Christendom were Moslem we'd 
have no such problem of crushing public debt 
as we have today. 


There are three inexhaustible topics of con- 
versation, and religion is one. It is interesting 
to study the economic and political pressures 
that have turned the Jewish race from a pas- 
toral people, following their flocks and herds, 
to masters of the world’s money marts. 

It's quite likely that Mahomet cribbed a 
great deal of his new religion from the Jews. 
He installed Abraham and Isaac and Jacob as 
prophets. Jesus is honored as Issa, a prophet, 
He may have taken his prohibition against 
usury from Moses: 

“Thou shalt not lend upon usury to thy 
brother; usury of inoney, usury of victuals, 
usury of anything that is lent upon usury. 
Unto a stranger thou mayest lend upon 
usury, but unto thy brother thou shalt not 
lend upon: usury.’ 


Mahomet made his prohibition against 
usury general, Moses allowed his people to 
exact usury from the gentile. This exception 


made the Jew the money-lender of the Middle 
Ages 


Mediaeval preachers thundered against 
usury. It had the social odium then—and the 
profits-—that bootlegging recently occupied, 


The 


Princes and merchants needed to borrow. 


Jew under the privilege of his faith, found a 
profitable opportunity—save that every now 
and then kings would confiscate his wealth. 


It is out of the envy of the rich Jew in the 
Middle Ages that Jew-baiting found its im- 
petus, and Shakespeare his theme for the Mer- 
chant of Venice. 

Since then, lending of money at usury has 
become one of the most honored of occupations 

literally honored at times by the conferring 
of titles on those who lend at usury. Nations 
with the power to monetize wealth and be free 
debt, prefer to make loans and create 
for safe investment.” Usury is even

How ‘The Fast Helps The 


Heart 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


At the present time, we realize that if treat- 
ment started in time, most heart troubles 
can be partially cured and many of them com- 
pletely overcome, 

Regardless of the particular form of heart 


disorder, I advise the use of the fasting treat- 
ment at the beginning of any 
regimen designed to help the 
heart. During the fast the 
heart has less work to do as 
shown by the fact that the 
heart rate usually becomes 
slower. When the patient is 
on a fast, the heart is relieved 
of a great deal of extra work 
and as a result the patient 
with heart trouble frequently 
notes an improvement in the 
heart action when the fast is 
used, 

The fast is beneficial also, because it helps 
to reduce any gas pressure against the heart 
and because it helps to bring about the elim- 
ination of much toxic material from the body. 
As these wastes are thrown out, the patient 
loses that feeling of weakness and gains in 
strength. 

The diet following the fast must be care- 
fully chosen and the patient is to use three 
small meals a day, while all gas forming foods 
must be avoided. The patient with any form 
of heart disorder should avoid onions, garlic, 
cooked cabbage, dried beans, etc. The patient 
is to take one warm sponge bath each day, 
although very hot tub baths or cold baths are 
better omitted. Plenty of sound, restful sleep 
is also capable of doing much good when the 
patient has any heart symptoms, and spinal 
treatments which tend to soothe and relax the 
nervous system at the same time that they 
stimulate the circulation of the blood are of 
value. 

An important part of the treatment is care- 
ful exercise. In fact, I consider carefully reg- 
ulated exercise of the greatest importance in 
treating many forms of heart derangements. 
The heart is a muscle and gains in strength 
and tone just like any other muscle with use. 
With continued rest, the heart becomes flabby 
and soft and the patient grows weaker instead 
of better. In the very acute forms of heart 
trouble, it may be advisable to stay in bed, but 
in other forms, the patient will improve more 
rapidly if he is taught which exercises to use 
and how to do them. The most important point 
is to start all exercises and walking very slowly 
and to gradually increase the effort made, 
resting when the heart becomes rapid. 

I was very pleased to read an article deal- 
ing with the value and benefit of exercise in 
overcoming heart defects in young men, which 
recently appeared in a national magazine. 
This described a system of strengihening the 
heart used at the University of Pennsylvania 
with those young men who have been found to 
have a heart affection. As a result of this 
scientific system of exercises, the heart symp- 
toms are cured and the young fellow who has 
entered college believing that his heart will 
keep him crippled finds that he can return to 
good condition, 

This splendid work was started as a result 
of the findings of a famous heart specialist of 
Austria, Dr. Wenckebech, who said, “If properly 
applied, a graduated system of physical train- 
ing will positively cure the heart affections 
that physical exertion is supposed to cause.” 

It is a hopeful sign of the times that educa- 
tional instructors are discovering that proper 
exercise will not only cure heart troubles in 
young people but will also build up endurance 
and robust health.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date, in 1812, news 
reached London of the death in 
the assault on Badajoz on April 6 
of Edward de Salaberry, a 
younger brother of the more fam- 
ous Charles Michel, who routed 
the American invaders at Cnate- 
auguay, in October, 1813. 

His was a romantic career. His 
godparents were H. R. H. The 
Duke of Kent (father of Queen 
Victoria, then in garrison at 
Quebec), and the Comtesse de 
Saint-Laurent. When he was 14 
his godfather sent for him at the 
family home at Beauport and in- 
timated that he was to go to Eng- 
land for education. On July 16. 
1806, he sailed from Quebec and 
on arrival in England was placed 
in the military college at Marlow 
where he displayed such ability 
that within a year he was trans- 
ferred to Woolwich to take a 
course in artillery and engineer- 
ing. There again he won honors 
and in 1812 was gazetted lieuten- 
ant in the Royal Engineers, pro- 
ceeding at once on active service 


to Spain 
In a letter written to the Duke 
in camp. before Badajoz the 


night before the assault he said: 
“I have received orders to attack 
one of the breaches tonight. As 
this service is most dangerous,

and I may never return, I want to 
assure your Royal Highness and 
Madame the Countess that what- 
ever may happen I shall never 
‘forget how much I owe you.” The 
day after the action Colonel 
Fletcher, commanding the Royal 
Engineers, wrote to the Duke: “I 
much regret to have to inform 
your Royal Highness of the death 
of Lieut. de Salaberry, which 
took place in the assault on Bad- 
ajoz on the night of April 6. This 
bravé officer served under Cap- 
tain Wilkinson and led the attack 
en a breach, He was killed by a 
musket ball while executing his 
order He was universally es- 
teemed by his brothers-in-arms 
who all mourn his death.” 

Edward was the third de Sala- 
berry to die in the British service. 
Maurice, who had joined the 
West Indies in 1809, whilst with 
army in 1807, died of fever in the 
the Royal Grenadiers, and Fran- 
cis, who was an officer in the 
Royal Scots Fusiliers, died in In- 
dia. The de Salaberrys fought for 
France before the conquest; they 
fought for Britain afterwards 
many times and ever lived true 
to the family motto, “Force a 
superbe, mercy a faible’, which 
has been adopted by the 9th Reg- 
iment, the Voltigeurs de Quebec, 
as its regimental motto.

ONE-SIDED AMENDMENT

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The Taxpayer’s and 
Bondholder’s Dollar 


By R, T. ELLIOT, K.C. 


The powerful sanctity attributed to the shareholder's dollar 
as opposed to the taxpayer's dollar is mentioned by the chair- 
man of the Canadian National Board of Trustees in explaining 
that from the public standpoint an amalagamation of the two 
Canadian railway systems is not to be considered. 


There is, however, a, super-sanctity attributed to the bond- 
holder's dollar as opposed to the tax-payer’s dollar. Money has 
been borrowed on bonds at a time when the taxpayer of today 
was being rocked in the old wooden cradle; three taxpayers’ 
dollars has been paid in respect of each bond-holder’s dollar orig- 
inally borrowed; yet the whole amount borrowed siill remains 
due, and the taxpayer is expected to continue paying over more 
dollars on a three to one basis in respect of a debt which he never 
contracted, and which never gets paid off, and which forms the 
text for oily, unctuous sermons on national honor and the holy 
piety of meeting public “bligation by sacrificing to the break- 
ing point. 


It is no wonder there is a growing distrust towards all public 
utterances, and a growing movement towards a political overturn. 


People without a chance so long as the great frozen mass of 
public bonds squeezes the life out of the fixed assets of the nation, 
depriving real estate of all value, and making tax sales a nation- 
wide menace, are going to search for leaders who promise 
a remedy, instead of voting for the protectors of vested interest. 
This is so true that it is a wonder there should be time and op- 
portunity to say it. The public patience, now reaching the break- 
ing point, has been a miracle of endurance. 


The only promise made to a bond-holder was tnat he would 
be paid the face value of his bond at par; but when anyone sug- 
gests that the bond be paid, the bond-holders representatives 
begin to howl ahout robbers destroying vested rights. 


The taxpayer is supposed to go on paying until the end of 
time, because it is desired to keep in existence a special class of 
privileged investors, whose security is a first mortgage on the 
life and assets of the nation; and who are always to be paid but 
never to be paid off. 


The same and necessary thing to do in the present condition 
of national struggle, is to pay off all public debts of every kind 
in sinking fund secured legal tender, and let the people of this 
nation get back to business and to work freed from the strangl- 
ing incubus of public debt payments which are always on account 
and never in full. 


One principle on which Courts of Common Law and Courts of 
Equity were in accord was that a debt which never could be paid 
off, an irredeemable debt, was unlawful. The debtor would be 
given an immediate right to pay off and get a receipt in full. 


This is the right Canadian taxpayers are honestly and justly 
entitled to exercise in respect of all public debts. The bond- 
holder is entitled to good Canadian money and nothing more; and 
the taxpayers are entitled to a release from the existing irredeem- 
able and insidiously growing public debt.

If the oil and acid are well chilled 
the dressing will thicken slightly as 
it emulsifies and will not separate 
as quickly. 

Sugar and mustard are added as 
individual taste dictates.

REVISE TAX 
RECOVERY ACT 


In affect only in Edmonton, Cal- 
gary and Medicine Hat, the Tax 
Recovery Act underwent some 
revision in the legislature on Wed- 
nesday, when the house was sitting 


in committee of the whole. These 
umendments provide that if, be- 
fore October 1 in the year subse- 
quent to a caveat being filed, pay- 
ment is made by the owner of all 
arrears of taxes, as well as costs, 
the treasurer must withdraw the 
caveat. 

The amendmerts will not apply 
if not passed before July 1 of this 
year, while when adopted they 
will take effect as from January 1,
